Mwe the undersigned, citizens of the United 
States now in Copenhagen, have learned with 
sincere regret that it is your excellency’s intenti- 
on, pursuant to instructions fvom your govern- 
ment, shortly to quit this city. 
The suecessful termination of your arduous 
mission is, of itself, the best reward of that zeal, 
industry and perseverance by which it has been 
attained; wedo not, therefore, flatter ourselves 
that our testimony to your indcfa:igable efforts 
for the protection of our interests, is, in any de- 
gree,, wanting to the complete gratification of 
your personal feelings, as little do we presume to 
think that such testimony can tend to brighten 
the lustre of your services in the eyes ef our go- 
vernment and country ; but we consider all gene- 
rous feelings highly honorable to those who. pos- 
sess them, end, in this view, we owe to ourselves 
some expression of our gratitudeto you. edo 
not assume to pive any opinion on the labor and 
ability with which you have discussed many 
points of controversy, which, from their nature, 
cannot be made public: wé only mean to speak 
of thé public and practical prools of protection 
which we have all of us, in a greater or lesser 
degree, derived from your presence and exerti- 
ons. 
On your arrival here, the prejudices of the Da- 
nish people, and particularly of the tribunals

The President ef the United States this 
day communicated by Mr. Coles his 
. private Secretary, the following mes- 
"sage to Congress :— : 
Fellow.civizens of the Senate 
and House of Representatives, 

. On uar present meeting, it is my first 
duty to invite your attention to the Pro- 
vidential favours which our country has 
experienced, in the unusual degree of 
health dispensed to its inhabitants, and 
ip the rich abundance with which the 
‘earth has rewarded the labors bestowed 
on it. In the successful cultivation of 
other branches of industry, and in the 
progress of. general improvement fa~ 
vourable to the national prosperity,there 
‘is just occasion, also, for our mutual con- 
gratulations and thankfulness. 

With these blessings sre necessarily 
mingled, the pressures and vicissitudes 
incident to the state ef war, into which 
athe United States have been forced, by 
the perseverance of a foreign power, in 
its system of injustice ond aggression. 

Provious to its declaration, it was deem- 
ed proper, as a measure of pre: aution & 
forecast, that a considerable force should 
be placed inthe Michigan Territory, 
with a general view to its security, and 
in the event of war, to such operations 
in tho Uppermost Canada as would inter- 
cept the hostile influence of G. B. over 
the savages, obtain the command af the 
lake on whichthat partofCanada borders, 
and maintain co operating relations with 
‘such forces as might be most convenient

‘Gen, Hull was charged with this provi-

man race ; and was making exertions to 
dissuade them from taking either side in 
tho war, the enemy has not scrupled to 
call to his aid their rathless ferocity, 
‘armed with the horrors of those instru- 
ments of carnage and torture, which are 
known to spare neither ago nor sex.— 
In this outrage against the laws of ho. 
nourable war, and against the feelings 
sacred to humanity, the British comman: 
dera cannot resort toa plea of retaliation; 
{ur it isscommitted In the face of our ex. 
ample. They cannot mitigate it, by call- 
ängit a self.defence against men in arms: 
for it embraces the most shocking 
butcheries of defenceloss families. Nor 
can it be pretended that they are not an- 
ewerable for the atrocitics perpetrated ; 
since the savages are employed with a 
knowledge and even with menaces, that 
their fury could not be controuled. Such 
is the spectacle which tho deputed 
authorities of-a:nation, boasting its reli- 
gion and morality, have not beéa re-

the expected support, they were coni- 
pelled to yield to reinforcements of Bri- 
tish regulars and savages. Our loss has 
been considerable and is deeply to he la- 
mented. That'bf tho cnemy less ascer- 
tained, will be the more felt, as it i.cludes

troops from inexperienced soldiers, u ho 
must daily improve in the duties ef the 
ficld. ` 

Our expectation of gaining command 
of the lakes, by the invasion cf Canada 
from Detroit, having been disappointed, 
measures were instantly taken to pro- 
vide on them a naval force superior to 
that of the enemy. From the talenis.& 
activity ofthe cflicer charged with this 
object,every thing that can be done,may 
be expected. Should the present seasor 
not admit of complete success the pro- 
gress made will ensue for the next a na- 
val ascendancy, where it is essenticl to 
our permaneht peace with, and control 
over the savages. 


Among the incidents to the measures of 
the war, I am constrained to advert to the 
refusal of the Governors of Massachusetts & 
Connecticut, to fornish the required de- 
tachments of militia, towards the defence of 
the maritime frortier. The refusal was 
founded on a novel and unfortunate exposi: 
tion of the provisions of the con:titution re 
lating to the militia.” The correspandences 
which will be before you, contain the requi 
vite information on the subject, It is obvi- 
ous, that if the authority of the U. States to 
call into service aud command the militia for 
the public defence, can be thus frustrated, 
even ina state of declared war, & of coursa 
under apprehensions of invasion preceding 
war; they are not one nation for the par 
pose most of all requiring it ; and that the 
public safety may have no other resource. 
th:n i= thase large and pormencut military 
establishments which are forbidden by the 
prinoiples of free government, and against 
the necessity of whichths militia were meant 
to ba a con: titutional bulwark. 

O the coast, and on the uccan, the war 
hes been as successful as circumstances inze- 
parable from its early stages could promise. 
Qur public ships and private cruisers by 
their activity, and, where there was occas 
on, by their intrepidity, have made the ene- 
my sensible of the difference between a re! 
cipracity of captures, and the long confine. 
ment of them to their side, Our trade, with 
little exception, has sefely reached our ports; 
having been much favored in it by the course 
persued by a squadron of our frigates, under 
the command of Com. Rogers. And iu the 
instance in which skill and bravery were 
more particulacly tried with thoze of tha e- 
nemy, ths American flag had an auspicious 
triumph. The frigate Constitution, com- 
manded by capt. Hull, after a close & short 
aapinen, completely dirabled and cap 
tured a British frigate ; gaining for that oth 
cer and all on board a praise which cannot 
be too liberally bestowed ; not merely for 
the victory actually achieved, but fur that 
prompt and cool exertion of commanding ta 
lents, which giving to courege its highest 
character, and to the force applied its full 
effect, proved that more could have been 
done in a contest requiring more. 

‘Anxious to abridge the evils from which 
a state of war cannot be exempt, I dost no| 
time after it was declared, in conveying to 
the British government the terms on which | 
its progress might be arrested, without a- 
waiting the delays of a formal and final pa- 
cificatton.— And our Charge D’ Affairs at 
London was, at the same time, authorised to | 
agree to an armistice founded upon them. — | 


These terma required that the Orders in 


Council should be repenlad as they affected 
the U. States, without a revival of bluckadas 
violating acknowledged rules; that there 
should be m immediate discharge of Ame: 
rican seamen from British ships, and a stop 
to impressments from American ships, with 
an understanding that an exclusion of the 
seamen of each nation from the ships of the 
other, should be stipulated ; and that the ar- 
mistice should be improved into a definitive 
und comprehensive adjustment of depending 
controversies. Although a repeal of the or- 
ders susceptible of explanations meeting the 
views of this government, had taken place 
before this pacific advance was communicat 
ed te that of G. Britain, the, advance was 
declined, from an avowed repugnance to u 
suepension of the practice of impressments, 
during the armistice, aud witout any ioti» 
mation that the arrangement proposed with 
vespect.to seamen would be accepted,

Our affairs with France retain the posture 
rogó Aue at my last communications 
to you, Notwithstanding the authorised ex- 
pectation of an early as well as favorable is- 
sue tothe discussions on foot, these Imve 
been procrastinated to the latset date. The 
only intervening occurrence meriting atten- 
tion, is the promulgation of a French decree, 
Fun ng to be -a definitive repeal cf the 

erlin and Milan Decrees. This proceed- 
ing, altho’ made the ground of the repeal of 
the British Orders in Council, is rendered, 
by the time and manner of it, liable to many 
objections. h ; 3 

The final communications from ourspecial mi- 
nister to Denmark; afford further prooß of the 
good effects of his mission, & of the amicable dis- 
position ofthe Danish government. From Russia 
we have the satisfaction t eive assurances of 
continued friendship, & that it will not be affected 
by the rupture between the U. States and G. Bri- 
tain. Sweden also professes sentiments favorable 
to the subsisting harmony. ; 

With the Barbary powers, excepting that of 
Algiers, our affairs remain on the ordinary foot 
ing. The Consul General, residing with that Re- 
gency, has suddenly and without cause been ba- 
nished, together with all the American citizens 
found there. Whetherthis was the transitory ef- 
fect of capricious despotism, or the first act of pre- 
determined hostility, is not ascertained. Precau- 
tions were taken by the Consul, on the latter sup- 
position. ' 

The Indian tribes, not under foreign instigati- 
ons, remain at peace, and reccive the civilizing 
attentions, which have proved so benelicial to 
them. Nao 

With a view to that vigorous prosecution of the 

war, to which our national faculties are adequite, 
the attention of Congress will be particularly 
drawn to the insufficiency of the existing provisi- 
ons for filling up the military establishment. 
Such is the happy condition of our country, aris- 
ing from the facility of subsistance and the high 
wages for every species of occupation, that not- 
withstanding the augmented inducements provid- 
ed at the last session, a partial success only has 
attended the recruiting service. The deficiency 
has been necessarily supplied, during the cam- 
paign, by other than regular troops, with all the 
inconveniences and expences incident to them — 
The remedy lies in establishing, more favorat iy 
for the private soldier, the proportion between his 
vecompence and the term of his enlistment. And 
it is a subject which cannot too soon or teo seri- 
ously ba taken into consideration. 

The same insufficiency has been experienced in 
the provision for volunseers made by anact of the 
The reeompence for the service re- 
qui cd in this case, is still less attractive than in the 
ather. And although patriotism atone hasent 
into the ſield some valuable corps of that descrip- 
tion, those alone who can afford the sacrifice con 
be expected to yield to that impulse. 

It will merit considera'ion also, whether, as aux- 
iliary to the security of our frontier, corps may 
not he advantageously organized, with a restricti 
on of their services to particular districts conve- 
nient to them, And whether the local and occa- 
sional services of mariners and others in the sea: 
port towns, under a similar organization, would 


not bea provident addition to the means of their 
Arfence. à 


recommend a provision for an incrense of the 
general officers of the army, the deficiency of 
which has been illustrated by the number ond 
distance of separate commands, which the course 
of the war and the advantage of the service have 
required, 

And I cannot press teo strongly on tlre earliest 
attention of the legislature the importance of the 
re-organization of the staff establishment; with 
a view to render more distinct and difinitive the 
relations and responsibilities of its several depart- 
ments. That there is room for improvements 
which wil materially pron.ote both economy and 
success, in what apperteins to the anny and the 
war, is equally inculcated by the examples of o- 
ther countries and by the experience of our 
own. 

A revision of the militia laws for the purpose 
of rendering them more systematic, and better a- 
dapting them to the emergencies of the war, is at 
this time particularly desirable. 

Of the additional ships authorised to be fitted 
for service, two will he shortly ready to sail; a 
third is under repair-and delay will be avoided 
in the repair of the residue. Of the appropriati- 
ons fer the purchase of materials for stip build- 
ing, the ¿ester part have been applied to that 
ohjert, and the purchases will be continued with 
the balance. * 

The enterprizing spirit which has character- 
ised our naval force, and its success both in re- 
straining insulls and depredations on our coasts, 
and in reprisals on the enemy, will not fail to re. 
commend an enlargement of it, E 

There being reason to believe that the act pro- 
hibiting the acceptance af British licenses, is not. 
a sufficient guard against the use of them for pur- 
poses favorable to the interests and views of the 
enemy; lurther provisions on that subject are 
highly important, Nor is it less so, that penal 
enactments should be provided for cases of cor- 
rupt and perfidious intercourse with the enemy, 
not amounting to treason, nor yet embraced by 
any statutory proyisions. 

A considerable number of American vessels 
which were in England when the revocation of 
the orders in council took place, were laden with 
British Inanufactures, under an erroneous im- 
pres ion that the non-impertation act would im- 
mediately cease to operate, and have arrived in 
the United States, fe did not appeat proper to 
exercise, on unforeseen causes if such magni- 
tude, the ordinary powers vested in the treasur 
departincnt to mitigate forfeitures, without previ- 
ously affording to Congress an- opportunity of 
making on the subject such provisión as they 
may think proper. In their decision they wi 
doubtless equally consult what is due to equitable 
considerations and to the public interest. 

The receipts into the treasury, during the year 
ending on the 30th of-Sept. Jast, have exceeded 
tixteen millions, and a half of dollars; which 
have been sufficient to defray all the demands on 
the treasury to that day. including a necessary ro- 
imbursement of near three millions of the princi- 
pal of the public debt. In these receipts is includ- 
a sum of near 5,850,000 dollars, received on ac- 
count of the loans authorised by the acts of the 
last session; the whole sum actually abtained en 
loan amounts to eleven millions of dollars, the re- 
sidue of which being receivable rubsequent to the 
30th of September last, will, together with the

penses of this vear. > , 

Tho duties on the late unexpected. importations 
of British manufactures, will render the revenue 
af the ensuing year more productive than could 
have been anticipated. 

The situation ef our country, fellow citizens, 
is not without its difficulties, though it abounds 
in animating considerations, of .which the view 
here presented of our pecuniary reaoureess is an 
example, With maro. than; one nation we 
have serious and unsettled) contiaversics ; and 


wär, we are at war. The spirit and strength of 
this nation are, nevertheless, equal to the sup- 
port of its rights, and to carry it through all its 
trials, They oan be met in that conſidence. A- 
'bové all, we have the inestimable consulation of 
knowing that the war in which we are actually 
engaged, is a warneither of ambition nor el vain 
glory; that it is waged, not in violation of the 
rights of others, but ‘in‘the maintenance of our 
own ; that it was preceded by a patience without 
example, under wrongs accumulated@vithout end, 
and that it was finally not declared until every 
hope ef averting it was extinguished, by the trans- 
fer of the British scepue into new hands clinging 
to former councils; and until declarations were 
reiterated to the last hour, through the British 
‘envoy here, that the hostile edicts ‘against our 
‘commercial rights and our maritime indepen. 
‘dence, would not be revoked; may, that the 
could not be revoked without violating the obli. 
gations of Great Britain to other powers, as well 
as to her own interests. To have shrunk, under 
such ‘circumstances, from manly u istance, 
would have been a degradation blasting our best 
and proudest hopes: it woukl have struck us 
from the high rank, where the virtuous struggles 
of our fathers had placed us, and have beuayed 
the magnificent legacy which we hold in trust 
for future generations. It would have acknow- 
ledged that on the clement which forms three 
fourths of the globe we inhabit, and where all m- 
dependentnations have equal and common rights, 
the American people were not an independent 
people, but colonists and vassals. It was at this 
moment, and with such an alternative, that war 
‘was chosen. The nation felt the necessity of it 
and called for it. The appeal was accordingly 
made, in a just cause, to the all-powerful Being 
who holds in his hand the chain of events and 
the destiny of nations. It remains only, that, 
faithful to ourselves, entangled in no connections 
with the views ofother powera, and ever ready to 
accept peace from the hand of justice, we prose- 
cute the war with united councils, and, with the 
ample faculties’ of the nation, until peace be so 
obtained, and as the only means, under the di- 
vine blessing, of speedily obtaining it.

Letter from Cahtain Elliot to the Sety of 
the Navy of the U. S. 

; BLACK ROCK, OCT. 9 
SIR, |, 
[have the honot to inform you that on the 
morning of the 16th inst. two British ves- 
velo, which I was informed were his Britan- 


‘nic majesty’s brig Detroit, lute the U. S. brig 


Adams, and the brig Hunter, mounting 14 
uns, but which afterwards proved to be the 
bei Caledonia, both suid tu he well armed 
and manned, came do xn the Lake and an. 
chored under the protection of Fort Erie. 
Having been on the lines for some time and 
in a measure inactively emploged, I: deter 
mined to make an attack, and if possible get 
possession of them. A strong indacement to 
this attempt arose from a conviction that 
with thera two vessels added to those which 
I have purchased and am fitting ont, I should 
he able ta meet the remaioder of the Beitish 
force on the Upper Lakes, and save an incal' 
bulable expease and labor to the government. 
On the morning of their arrival I heard that 
our seamen wers but a short distance from 
this place, and immediately dispatched an 
Express to the offi era directing them to use 
all dispatch in getting their men to this 
place, as I had important service to perform 
On their arcival,which was about 12 o'clock, 
I discovered that they had only 20 pistols & 
neither cutlassos or battle axes. But on ap- 
plication to generals Smith and Wall of the 
regulsrs and ımili.ie, I was eupplied with a 
few arme, and gen. Smith was so goad on my 
request as immediately to detach fif.y men 
fchm the regulars, armed with muskets. 

By 4 o'clock inthe afternoon, I had my 
men sele:ted and stationed in two boats, 
which I had previously prepared for the pur 
pase With these boats, 50 men in each, 
and under circumstances very di- advantage 
ous, my men having scarcely had time to ve- 
fresh themselves after a fatiguing march of 
500 miles, I put eff from the mouth of Balla. 
lo creek, at i clock the following morning, 
and at 3 I was along side the vessels, In the 
space of about 10 minutes 1 hid the prison 
ers all secured, the top sails sheeted home & 
the vessels under way. Unfortunately the 
wind was not sufficiently strony to get me 
up against a rapid current into the Lake.

By the ship Bengal, Warnick, from Lisbon, 
artiv:d here on Saturday last, information has 
been rreejved, that the United States’ sloop of war 
Wasp, carrying eighteen guns, commanded by 
Capt. Jones, had met the British slop of war 
Froiick, of twenty guns, and, after a sovere con- 
flict of forty three minutes, captured her. The 
fire of capt. Jones was certainly more skilfully di- 
rected than that of his antagonist, for the Frolick 
was completely dismasted, and of her crew there 
were between filty and sixty killed and woanded, 
and only five killed on board the Wasp. After 
capt, Jones had manned his prize, the Wasp and 
the Frolick had the misfortune to fall in wich the 
Poiclicrs, pt seventy four guns, commanded by 
capt. Beresford, and both were captured, and or- 
deved for Bermuda. 

Capt. Joncs is a native of the state of Delaware, 
and was deemed a brave and able officer before 
this brilliant victory added additional laurel to his 
brow. 
modore Rocers, anative of Maryland, and is in 
all reseccts a worthy associate of his galt uit com- 
mander. Our distinguished and meritorious fel- 
low citizen, Mr. James BıpoLe, whe ranks asa 
First Lieutenant in the Navy, was on board the 
Wasp as a Volunteer, and has briefly narrated the 
occurrence in the subsequeut letter to his father, 
Cuartes Bipoue, Esq. of this City.

— On the 22d Kdispatched several contidential 
friends to recomnoitic about the village of St. Re- 
gis ; they returned with the information that the 
enemy had lasded in the village, & that we mishi 
expect a visit from them immediately.— Their 
nuhiber was stated hy no one at less than llU 
and from that to 360; the most certain taal on 
the former number. Ie was also believed that the 
enemy were deterinined to maxe a stend at that 
place, and would speedily increase their number, 
his determined me to male an attempt to take 
those already landed, before any reintorcement 
could arrwe. ordered the men to be furaished 
two days rations of whiskey; and al 11 atnlght we 
marched with the utmost silance, that we might 
vive as litt alarm as posible. We took a circuit. 
ous rout through the woods, & arrived at Gray’s 
Mill’s at half past 3 r. w. We found here a boat 
a small canoe, and two cribs of boards, Captain 
Lyon's company crossed in the boat. Capt 
M:Neils in the canoe, andthe remainder with our 
horses, crossed on the cribs, We arrived within 
half a mile of the village at 5 o’clock, where being 
concealed from the enemy by a little rise of ground 
we halted to reconnoitre, refresh the men, and 
maxedisposition for the attack, which was arrang- 
ed in the following order: 

Capt. iyon was detached from its right with or- 
ders to take the road running along the bank of 
the St. Regis river, with directions to gain the rear 
of capt, Montgomery's house, in which, & Donal. 
ly's, the enemy were said to be guartered, Capt. 
Dilden was detached to the St. Lawrence, with a 
view of gaining the rout of Donally’s house, and 
also securing the e::emy’s boats (¢xpacted to have 
beet stationed there) to prevent their retreat.— 
With the reminder of the force L moved on in 
front and arrived within 150 yards of Montgome- 
ry's house, when 1 found, hy the firing that capt. 
Lyon was engazed ; at the same instant I disco. 
veved a person passing in front, and ordered him 
to stand; but not being obeyed, ordered Captain 
Higbie'a fivat platoon to*fire, and the poor fellow 
soon fell. He proved to be the ensign named in 
the list of killed, The firing was atan end in an 
instant, and we soon found in our possession 40 
prisoners, with their arms, equipments, due. 

[Here follows alist of killed, 4 in number, and 
one wounded mortally Equipments, 1 stand of 
colors, 2 heatteurx, 38 guns, & c. 

« After searching in vain for further military 
stores, we recrossed the river at the village, and 
returned to camp by the nearest route, where we 
arrived at 11 a.m. The beattedux, with hagraze, 
c. arrived afew minutes before us. We had 
not a man hurt. I cannot closo this letter with- 
out stating to your Excellency that the officers 
and soldiers for their conduct on this occasion de- 
serve the highest encomiams ; for so strict was 
their attention to duty and orders, that we enter- 
ed the place without even being heard by the In- 
diana dogs. ‘The prisoners L have just sent off to 
Plattsburg, to await the disposition of your Extel- 
lendy. fam, &e.

«We are at siy wholly engaged in manu- 
facturing with the fine Spanish wool, a branch of 
which-yields us a belter profit, and commands a 
steadier sale than cose wool ; we may, however, 
engage in the manufacture of the latter in the en- 
suingspring. Our est:blishment is now the most 
considerable in thé United States for fine cloths 
and cassimeres—we every ay furnish from 30 to 
40 yards of bread cloth, which sells at from 9 to 
10 dollars par yard by the piece, and we shall soon 
be able to furnish double that quantity. The dif. 
fieulty of getting goed workmen is nowsurmount- 
ed, and we are no longer dependent upou Europe, 
as our gwn countrymen and apprentices are able 
to exercise every branch of the business. 

“The woollen manufacture is indeed making 
great progress in the northern section of the Uni- 
on—blankets are made in this State in very con- 
siderable quantities—small factories for coarse 
woollen cloths are getting into operation in all di- 
rections.

Eu act of a letter fi om Mr. Monroe to My, Russell, 
dated 
: « June 26th, 1812. 
„This letter is committed. to Mr. Foster, 
I who has promised to deliver it to you in sufcty. 
% On the 18th of this month a declaration of 
wai against Great Britain passed Congress. I 
¡send you a copy of the President's Message, and 
¡of the Report ofthe Committee of Foreign Relati- 
ions, which brought the subjeét under considera- 
i Leon, i 
T'he measure has been produced by the conti- 
nued aggressions ol the British government on 
the rights ofthe United States, and the presump- 
| tion arising from that and other facts, which itis 
unnecessary to recite, that nof:vorable change ol 
policy might beexpected fromit. It was impos- 
sible tor the U, States to surrender their rights, 
by relinquishing the ground which they had ta- 
ken, and it was equally incompatible with their in- 
lerests and character to rely longer on measures 
which had failed to accomplish their ebjects.— 
War was the only remaining alternative, aud that 
fact being clearly ascertained, you will find hy 
the documents transmitted that it was adopted 
with decision. fi 
As war han been resorted to from necessity, and 
of course with reluctance, this government looks 
forward to the restoration of peace with much in- 
terest, and a sincere desire to promote it on con- 
ditions, just, equal and honourable to both the 
parties. It is in the power of G Britain to termi- 
nate the war on such conditions, and it wonld be 
very satisfactory to the President to meet it in ar- 
rangements to that effect. i à 
Although thereare many fust & weighty causes 
of complaint against G. Britäin, yen will per- 
ceive, by the ducuments transmitted, that the or- 
ders in council, and other blockades, illegal, ac- 
cording to the principles au | acknowledged, & 
the impressment of our sen meh, ave considered to 
he of the highest importance. If the Orders i 
Council are repeated, and no illegal blockades are 
substituted tu them, and orders are given ta dis. 
continue the impressment of scainen from our 
vessels, and to restore thoseälrerdv impressed, 
there is no reason why hostifittes should not im- 
se objects, you are 
tive, to cominence 
rement provicing 
for it, or atthe end of fifty or ad days, or other 
the shortest term that the British government 
Will assent to.

alluded to. I will be proper to bring it into view 
merely to slew that it is capected that provision.

lu is hoped that the British government will 
find it consistent with its interest and honor, to 
terminote the war by an armistice in the manner 
and on the conditions proposed. l n so doing, it 
will abundon no right, it will sacrifice no inter- 
est; it, will abytaitı only (rom violating our ights, 
and, in return, ic will restore peace with the pow- 
er from whom, in a friendly commercial inter- 
cowrne, so many advantayes wil! be derived, nui Lo 
mention the injuries which cannot fail to result 
from a prosecution of the war.“ 

MR, MONROE TO MR. RUSSELL, 
duted Department uf State, 
July 27, 1912. 

STA wrote to you on the 26th ol June, by 
Mr. Foster, a leter which he promised to deliver 
to you in person or by a sate hand, 

u that letter you were informed, that Ike Or- 
ders in Council and other illegal blockades, and 
the unpressment of our sc G. Britain, as 
you well knew before, were the principal causes of 
the war, and that if they wore removed, you might 
stipulate an armistice, leaving thera aud all other 
grounds of difference, for final and more precise 
adjustment by treaty, As un inducement to the 

ritish government to discontinue the practice of 
impressment from our vessels, by which alone our 
scamen can be made secure, you were authorised 
to stipulate a prohibition by law, to be reciprocal, 
of the employment of British seamen ‘tn the pub- 
lic ov commercial service of the U. States. As 
such an arrangement, which might be mude com · 

letely effectual and satisfactory by suitable regu- 
ations and penalties, would operate most exclu- 
sively in favor of G. Britain, for as few of our sea- 
men ever enter voluntarily into the British ser- 
vice, the reciprocity would be nominal ; its ad- 
vantage to Great Britain would be more than an 
equivalent for any she derives from impressment, 
which alone ought to induce, her te abandon.the 
practice, i she had no other motivefor it. A sti. 
pulation to prelribit by law the employment of 
British seamen in the ‘service of the U, States, is 
to he undemtvod in the sénse and spirit of our 
constitution. The passsge of auch a law must 
depend of course on Congress, who, it might pea 
sonably be presumed, might give ollect to it. 

By authorising you to secure theso objects as 
the grounds of an armistice, it was not intended to 
restrict you to any precise form in which it should 
bo donc, It is not particularly necessary that the 
geveral points should ho specially provided for in 
the convention stipulating the armistice. A clear 
and distinct understanding with the Britishtgo- 
verament on the subject of impressment, com- 
prizing init the discharge of men already im- 
es and on future blockades, if the orders in 
¿onngil ave vovaked, is all that is,indispensabin.— 
The Orders in Coungil being vévoked, gyd- che

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is, on blockades and impressment, being first ob- ¡which preduced them, and that petinanent peace.

try, that the oroers in council, so far as they al- 
fected the United States, would be repeated on the 
first August, to be vevived on the first of May 
1813, unless the conduct af the French govern- 
ment and the result cf the cominunications with 
the American governmedt shosid be such as, in 
the opinion ol bis majesty, to reader their revival 
unnecessary.

xions solicitude, and instructs their agent at 
London to propose an accommodation on cgnditi- 
ons, the justice of which the whole werld must ne- 
knowledge, Ihe grounds ef complaint were limited 
tu n narrow compass. ‘They were reduced to twe 
acts, the Orders in Council acknowledged by G. 
Britain to be illegal in their origin, end the im- 
Pressment ol our seamen from our cwn vergela, 
tor which she never had any pretext but that of 
“cizie her own. As un inducement to suspend 
this odious ant degrading practice, our Charge 
Des Affaires was instructed to propose to the Bri- 
tish poverainent a stipulation, x hereby all British 
subjects should be nacluded by law from the pub- 
lic and commercial service of che U, States, 
To make the latter condition more acceptable, 
Mr. Russell was ius trueted in a subsequent letter 
to modify bis proposition in such manner as te 
agree to an armistice, provided the British go- 
vernment would come te an explicit understand- 
ing with him relative to impressment; that is, 
provited they would accept the equivalent in lieu 
otit. By the opasition as modified, in the te- 
cond letter, an effort was obviously made to te- 
move every objection which the British govern. 
ment might entertain to the arrangement contem- 
plated. It was possible, chat it might object to a 
suspension of the practice of impressment, even 
pending an armistice, thovgh evidently a necessa- 
vy consequence of it, until ihe law to exclude Bri- 
tish seamen from our service should also take ef- 
fect. This claim was waved. Pride often keeps 
nations at variance, when it is their iutertst to ac- 
cord, Ihe President seems to have been solicit- 
ons to avoid the excitement of any euch feeling. 
ke was willing, that en amicable understanding 
only, between the two governments, respecting 
the conditions on which this reat interest might 
bo adjusted, might be the ground of an armistice, 
conſidiug, of course, that altho’ informal, it would 
be equally obligatory.
